It is interesting to note that OGATA was a pioneer 
in the TOYAMA IHteuru organisation (1937) aimed at 
advocating a one-party system similar to that of 
Germany and Italy. Ibis organisation gave rise to 
the I.R.A.A* (of which OGATA was Vice-President) j 
The previously mentioned cable contained a B-2 
report, among others of a similar nature, that in 
1952 OGATA was engaged in a movement for the rebirth 
of TOYAMA'S organisation* 

FJB-478, late Oct 1954 described OGATA as Director 
General of the Hokkaido Development Agency.
